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SEPTEMBER  UWIFORM  PRICE  $3.91 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.91  for  September  1958  deliveries 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend -LaPorte -Elkhart,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will 
be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7.2  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to 
a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the 
authorized  hauling  charge. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


A  comparison  of  producer  receipts  on  a  daily  basis  with  the  month  of  August 
1958  shows  an  increase  of  1.2  percent.  The  increase  of  13.3  percent  over  a 
year  ago  in  September  does  not  reflect  the  true  picture,  because  of  the 
larger  marketing  area  this  year.  Daily  herd  production  is  up  to  503#,  but 
this  is  16  pounds  less  than  the  daily  herd  production  of  a  year  ago.  The  trend 
is  for  the  daily  herd  production  to  increase  each  month  as  more  producers 
convert  to  the  bulk  tank  system. 

BASE  COMPUTATION 


Beginning  with  the  September  1958  delivery  period  and  continuing  through 
December  1958,  each  producer  is  making  a  base  to  be  used  in  the  computation  of 
his  daily  base  for  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  and  July  195$.  A  record  is 
kept  by  the  market  administrator  of  each  producer's  production  for  the  four 
fall  months  and  divided  ty  the  number  of  days  shipped,  to  compute  a  daily  base. 
In  the  case  of  every  other  day  pick  up  for  bulk  tank  shippers,  it  will  be  con¬ 
sidered  consecutive  days  shipped,  not  to  exceed  122  days  for  the  base  making 
period.  A  producer  must  ship  at  least  90  days  during  the  base  making  period  to 
establish  a  base.  An  explanation  of  the  option  to  relinquish  your  base  and  take 
a  new  producer  status  will  be  printed  in  the  next  issue  of  this  market  infor¬ 
mation,  along  with  the  percentages  for  new  producers  as  it  will  apply  to  the 
spring  of  1959  base  paying  period. 

CUSS  I  PRICE 


The  Class  I  price  for  the  October  delivery  period  will  be  $k.28  per  hundredwe ight 
for  3.5  percent  Grade  A  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $1.30  per 
hundredweight  to  the  average  price  of  the  12  condenser ies  in  September  ($3.00) 
and  deducting  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of  2  cents.  The  supply-demand 
adjustment  for  the  Wovember  delivery  period  will  be  a  plus  16  cents,  which 
will  have  an  effect  of  raising  the  Class  I  price  18  cents.
